PROGRAMS 

The  Faculty  of  Social  Work  is  committed  to  professional  education  at  the  graduate  and  postgraduate  levels, 
and  provides  programs  of  study  leading  to  the  Master  of  Social  Work  degree  (after  two  years  of  graduate 
study)  and  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  (requiring  two  or  more  years  of  postgraduate  study). 

In  the  Fall  term  of  1986  the  Faculty  will  introduce  a new  curriculum  in  the  first  year  of  graduate  studies  in 
the  Faculty,  called  the  “Foundation  Program”.  This  will  provide  the  basis  for  selecting  a focus  of  study  in  the 
second  year  of  graduate  studies,  the  M.S.W.  Program,  in  which  students  will  build  a coherent  program  of 
course  work  and  Practicum  related  to  their  particular  field  of  interest,  subject  to  the  availability  of  Faculty 
resources.  The  Faculty  believes  the  curriculum  will  assist  Master’s  degree  graduates  to  meet  the  varied  and 
increasing  demands  of  the  social  work  profession  as  well  as  the  need  for  self-fulfillment.  The  Doctoral  pro- 
gram emphasizes  high  academic  standards  related  to  research  and  teaching  which  will  enable  Ph.D.  graduates 
to  make  a substantive  contribution  to  the  development  of  social  welfare  policy  and  programs  in  Canada. 


BACKGROUND  OF  THE  FACULTY 

In  1914  the  University  of  Toronto  established,  in  its  Department  of  Social  Service,  the  first  university  school 
in  Canada  for  the  education  of  social  workers,  and  in  1920  it  founded  the  first  university  chair  of  social 
science.  The  name  School  of  Social  Work  was  adopted  in  1941.  On  July  1,  1972,  it  became  the  Faculty  of 
Social  Work. 


FACULTY  BUILDING 

The  Faculty  of  Social  Work  is  located  at  the  northern  end  of  the  St.  George  Campus,  at  246  Bloor  Street 
West,  where  it  shares  the  building  with  the  Faculty  of  Management  Studies.  Facilities  include  lecture  and 
seminar  rooms,  reading  room  (room  508),  and  cafeteria.  The  Faculty  is  adjacent  to  the  Bedford  exit  of  the  St. 
George  subway  station  (see  campus  map  at  back  of  Calendar). 
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FACULTY  RESEARCH  PROGRAM 

Individual  faculty  members  are  engaged  in  a broad  range  of  research  undertakings.  These  focus  on  different 
population  groupings,  such  as  the  aged,  the  mentally  retarded;  are  concerned  with  services  provided  by  such 
agencies  as  Homes  for  the  Aged,  Family  Service  Agencies,  Children’s  Aid  Societies;  involve  both  tax- 
supported  and  voluntary  sectors  of  the  delivery  system;  and  examine  questions  about  the  needs  of  clients, 
management  of  resources,  information  systems,  and  effectiveness  of  services.  The  studies  are  financed  by 
provincial  and  federal  sources,  and  reflect  the  concerns  of  government  as  well  as  the  faculty.  Master’s 
students  often  are  provided  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  these  projects  as  part  of  their  educational  ex- 
perience. Doctoral  candidates  with  interests  in  research  areas  similar  to  the  faculty  can  occasionally  par- 
ticipate in  the  projects  on  a funded  basis. 

COUNCIL  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  SOCIAL  WORK 

The  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work,  as  presently  constituted,  was  established  by  the  Governing  Coun- 
cil of  the  University  on  December  21,  1974.  The  Council  is  the  senior  legislative  and  judicial  authority  with 
respect  to  the  academic  program,  including  curriculum,  academic  policies,  grades,  degrees,  and  appeals, 
subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  and  the  Academic  Affairs  Committee  of  the 
Governing  Council. 

Details  of  the  Constitution  and  copies  of  all  Council  and  Committee  agendas  and  minutes  are  available  in 
the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  Reading  Room. 

FIELD  PRACTICE  EDUCATION 

A large  number  of  health  and  welfare  agencies  collaborate  with  the  Faculty  to  provide  practicum  oppor- 
tunities. Each  student  will  have  a practicum  experience  related  to  the  student’s  program  of  specialization  in 
one  or  more  of  these  field  settings.  The  variety  of  settings  available  to  students  for  the  practicum  is  indicated 
in  the  section  of  the  Calendar  entitled,  “Field  Practice  Education’’,  under  “Teaching  Centres  and  Instruc- 
tors” and  “Field  Practicum  Settings  and  Instructors”. 

STUDENTS’  ASSOCIATION 

The  students  of  the  Faculty  are  organized  in  the  Social  Work  Students’  Association  with  an  elected  Executive. 
This  Executive  organizes  meetings  of  the  student  body  in  order  to  discuss  matters  of  common  interest  among 
the  students.  The  students  elect  representatives  to  the  Faculty  Council  and  its  Standing  Committees. 

ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

The  Faculty  of  Social  Work  Alumni  was  organized  in  1915  and  has  provided  a valuable  contact  between  the 
Faculty  and  its  graduates.  Social  Work  Alumni  participate  actively  with  other  alumni  associations  of  the 
University  in  the  annual  Varsity  Fund  Appeal;  a member  of  the  Alumni  Association  serves  on  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Alumni  Association.  Special  funds  have  been  built  into  a Student 
Loan  Fund  and  awards  designated  in  honour  of  alumni  of  the  Faculty. 

UNIVERSITY-WIDE  FACILITIES  AND  RESOURCES 

A “Student  Handbook”  is  prepared  by  the  Office  of  the  Vice-President  and  Provost  and  distributed  by  the 
University  of  Toronto  at  registration  time.  It  provides  information  on  non-academic  services  and  facilities 
available  to  students,  including  health  service,  athletic  and  social  facilities,  counselling  services,  housing 
service  and  residences,  financial  assistance,  student  organizations,  and  the  services  of  the  University 
Ombudsman.  Enquiries  to  the  Ombudsman  should  be  addressed  to  16  Hart  House  Circle,  University  of 
Toronto,  Toronto,  Ontario,  M5S  1A1  (telephone  978-4874). 
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UNDERGRADUATE  PREPARATION 

To  be  eligible  for  admission  to  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work,  an  applicant  must  have  an  undergraduate  degree 
in  liberal  arts  (with  at  least  a mid-B  standing  in  the  final  year)  from  a recognized  university,  including  at  least 
three  full  courses  (or  their  equivalent)  in  the  social  sciences.  Among  these  there  must  be  one  full  course  (or 
equivalent)  in  the  political,  economic,  and  social  structure  of  Canada,  and  one  half-course  in  elementary 
research  methodology,  preferably  in  the  social  sciences.  One  or  more  courses  should  be  included  with  content 
on  the  interactional  process  of  human  growth  and  development  in  relation  to  the  family,  small  groups,  com- 
munity, and  culture.  Applicants  who  are  in  doubt  as  to  the  prerequisite  courses  should  get  in  touch  with  the 
Admissions  Office  of  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  for  information,  forwarding  course  outlines  and 
bibliographies  for  assessment  of  the  content.  Course  work  (and  Practicum  for  the  B.S.W.  degree)  for  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Social  Work  degree  must  be  completed  by  June  of  the  year  for  which  the  stu- 
dent is  seeking  admission. 

Courses  in  the  social  sciences,  such  as  Economics,  Political  Science,  Psychology,  and  Sociology,  provide 
good  foundation  knowledge  for  students  planning  graduate  education  in  social  work. 

General  work  experience,  and  specific  work  or  voluntary  experience  in  a social  service  setting,  can  con- 
tribute to  the  preparation  of  students  planning  to  apply. 

The  Faculty  retains  the  right  to  determine  the  suitability  of  the  undergraduate  preparation  for  admission. 

CONTINUING  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION 

The  Faculty  will  offer  a series  of  seminars  in  the  evenings  during  the  academic  year  and  in  the  month  of  June. 
Information  about  the  Continuing  Education  program  is  provided  through  periodic  announcements  and  can 
be  obtained  on  request  from  the  School  of  Continuing  Studies,  University  of  Toronto,  158  St.  George  Street, 
Toronto,  Ontario  M5S  2V8  (telephone  978-6714). 

SERVICES  TO  DISABLED  PERSONS 

A Coordinator  is  available  to  provide  personal  support  and  liaison  with  academic  and  administrative  depart- 
ments on  campus  and  with  agencies  off-campus,  and  to  organize  volunteers  to  assist  in  various  ways.  The 
University  is  committed  to  making  a major  improvement  in  the  accessibility  of  buildings,  programs,  and  ser- 
vices over  the  ten-year  period  1981-1991.  There  are  devices  to  aid  print-handicapped  students,  and  personal 
amplification  systems  to  aid  hard-of-hearing  students  for  loan  from  the  Coordinator.

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ACADEMIC  ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 


Admission  to  degree  programs  is  open  to  graduates  of  universities  approved  by  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies,  and  in  accordance  with  its  general  regulations.  Meeting  the  minimal  requirements  does  not  guarantee 
admission. 


MASTER  OF  SOCIAL  WORK  DEGREE 


FOUNDATION  PROGRAM 

Students  with  a Bachelor  of  Arts  or  equivalent  degree. 

Beginning  in  September  1986,  for  students  holding  a Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  or  equivalent,  the  Faculty  will 

offer  in  two  years  of  full-time  study  leading  to  the  M.S.W.  degree  a Foundation  Program  in  year  one  and  a 

Master  of  Social  Work  Program  in  year  two. 

Successful  completion  of  all  requirements  in  the  Foundation  Program  is  necessary  for  students  to  enrol  in 

the  M.S.W.  Program. 

Admission  Requirements 

A candidate  for  admission  to  the  Foundation  Program 

(i)  shall  have  graduated  with  either  a University  of  Toronto  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  or  an  equivalent 
degree  from  this  or  another  approved  university  with  a minimum  of  fifteen  liberal  arts  courses,  and 
with  at  least  a mid-B  standing  in  the  final  year.  All  course  work  for  the  degree  must  be  completed  by 
the  end  of  June  of  the  year  in  which  a student  intends  to  register. 

(ii)  must  have  completed  satisfactorily  at  least  three  full  courses  (or  their  equivalent)  in  the  social 
sciences.  These  must  include  one  full  course  (or  equivalent)  in  the  political,  economic,  and  social 
structures  of  Canada,  one  half-course  in  elementary  research  methodology,  preferably  in  the  social 
sciences,  and  should  include  one  or  more  courses  with  content  on  the  interactional  process  of  human 
growth  and  development  in  relation  to  the  family,  small  groups,  community,  and  culture.  A mini- 
mum grade  of  no  less  than  C in  these  prerequisite  courses  is  recommended.* 

(iii)  must  show  evidence  of  personal  suitability. 

MASTER  OF  SOCIAL  WORK  PROGRAM 

(a)  Students  with  a Bachelor  of  Arts  or  equivalent  degree,  who  have  successfully  completed  the  Foundation 

Program  starting  in  1986-87,  will  be  eligible  to  enter  the  M.S.W.  Program. 

(b)  Students  with  a Bachelor  of  Social  Work  degree,  who  meet  the  admission  requirements  specified  below, 

may  be  granted  advanced  standing  and  admitted  in  the  Fall  term  to  a minimum  ten-months’  program. 


* Students  requiring  clarification  of  suitability  of  courses  should  consult  the  Admissions  Office  of  the  Faculty  of  Social 
Work. 
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Admission  Requirements 

Students  with  a Bachelor  of  Social  Work  degree  shall  have  graduated  with  at  least  mid-B  standing  in  the  final 
year  from  a university  of  recognized  standing.  The  B.S.W.  program  will  be: 

(i)  accredited  by  the  Canadian  Association  of  Schools  of  Social  Work,  or 

(ii)  accredited  by  the  Council  of  Schools  of  Social  Work  in  the  United  States. 

Students  must  have  successfully  completed  one  half-course  in  elementary  research  methodology  and  one  full 
course  (or  equivalent)  in  the  political,  economic,  and  social  structures  of  Canada.  The  Canadian  welfare 
course  in  social  policy  and  administration  offered  in  B.S.W.  programs  will  satisfy  the  prerequisite.*  All 
course  work  for  the  degree,  including  the  Practicum,  must  be  completed  by  the  end  of  June  of  the  year  in 
which  a student  intends  to  register. 

(c)  Second  Year:  Continuing  Students.  A student  who  intends  to  enrol  immediately  in  the  M.S.W.  Program 
must  complete  a statement  of  intent.  This  form  will  be  distributed  by  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work,  and  is  to 
be  completed  and  returned  to  them  by  the  date  requested.  Entrance  into  the  M.S.W.  Program  after 
1986-87  is  based  upon  successful  completion  of  the  Foundation  Program  including  course  work  and  field 
practicum. 


(d)  Return  of  Former  Students.  Former  students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  first  year  and  who 
wish  to  return  after  a lapse  of  a year  or  more  are  requested  to  obtain  information  and  current  policy 
regarding  this  at  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  before  making  application  by  January  15th  to  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies  for  admission.  Such  students  may  be  required  to  take  additional  courses  prior  to  the 
second  year  of  graduate  study  for  the  purpose  of  compensating  for  major  curriculum  changes. 

Former  students  who  completed  the  two  years’  residence  but  did  not  satisfactorily  complete  re- 
quirements for  the  degree  must  communicate  their  intention  to  complete  to  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  by 
January  15th  if  they  wish  to  continue  in  September  of  that  year.  Until  completion  of  requirements 
students  must  reregister  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  each  year  until  the  degree  is  granted,  subject  to 
the  number  of  years  by  which  completion  of  the  work  may  be  deferred.  Failure  of  a student  to  reregister  as 
required  will  cause  his  enrolment  to  lapse.  It  may  be  re-established  only  if  the  application  for  reinstatement 
is  approved  by  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  and  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  and  the  reregistration  fees 
are  paid  for  each  of  the  years  in  which  the  student  failed  to  register. 

(e)  Transfer  Students.  Students  who  have  completed  a first  year  program  in  another  accredited  graduate 
school  of  social  work  may  be  admissible  into  the  M.S.W.  Program  provided  they  meet  the  regular  admis- 
sion requirements  as  outlined  above,  provided  the  courses  are  substantially  equivalent  to  those  offered  as 
required  courses  in  the  Foundation  Program  at  the  Toronto  Faculty  of  Social  Work,  with  at  least  mid-B 
standing,  and  provided  space  is  available. 

DOCTOR  OF  PHILOSOPHY  DEGREE 

Ph.D.  candidates  must  have  a degree  of  Master  of  Social  Work  or  an  equivalent  master’s  degree  from  an  ac- 
credited program  in  a university  of  recognized  standing,  with  at  least  B + standing,  and  must  satisfy  the  Fac- 
ulty of  Social  Work  that  the  nature  and  the  quality  of  their  educational  and  professional  experience  indicate 
their  capacity  to  undertake  the  program  of  study.  Candidates  may  be  required  to  write  an  examination  for 
admission.

REGULATIONS  FOR  DEGREE  CANDIDATES, 
SPECIAL  STUDENTS,  AND 
GRADUATE  STUDENTS  IN  OTHER  DEPARTMENTS 


FOUNDATION  PROGRAM 

1 . Each  student  in  the  Foundation  Program  must  spend  one  academic  year  in  residence. 

2.  Each  student  must  also  complete  satisfactorily  an  approved  program  of  study  which  must  include  at  least 
the  requirements  specified  in  the  regulations,  or  their  equivalents. 

3.  Qualified  students  who  enrol  in  the  M.S.W.  program  must  complete  M.S.W.  requirements  satisfactorily 
within  four  years  of  date  of  first  registration  for  the  Foundation  Program. 

MASTER  OF  SOCIAL  WORK  PROGRAM* 

1 . (a)  Each  candidate  must  spend  two  academic  years  in  residence  unless  granted  advanced  standing  on  ad- 

mission in  which  case  the  residence  must  be  at  least  ten  months. 

(b)  Each  candidate  also  must  complete  satisfactorily  an  approved  program  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions below  within  four  years  of  date  of  first  registration  for  the  Master’s  degree.  An  extension  of  time 
may  be  granted  for  valid  reasons  on  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  and  with  permission  of  the  Degree 
Committee  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

2.  Each  student  will  develop  a program  of  study  within  one  of  the  specializations  offered  by  the  Faculty. 

The  approved  program  of  study  must  include  at  least  the  requirements  specified  in  the  regulations,  or 
their  equivalents. 

Programs  may  include  courses  which  are  offered  by  other  graduate  departments  of  the  University. 

3.  A student  who  has  fulfilled  the  residence  obligation  of  two  years’  fulltime  study,  or  one  year  in  the  case  of 
students  with  a B.S.W.  degree  admitted  to  advanced  standing,  but  has  not  yet  completed  all  requirements 
for  the  degree  is  required  to  reregister  annually  each  September. 

The  specializations  which  the  Faculty  offers  are  described  briefly  below. 


* Applies  to  students  in  second  year  in  1986-87  only. 
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Social  Work  Practice  in  Social  Welfare  with  the  Disadvantaged. 

This  specialization  is  concerned  with  those  social  welfare  policies,  programs,  and  social  work  services  which 
are  designed  to  deal  equitably  with  economically  and  socially  disadvantaged  persons;  such  as,  the  elderly, 
youth,  women,  ethnic  groups,  and  people  living  in  deprived  geographic  areas.  The  student  in  this  specializa- 
tion engages  in  a range  of  tasks  - organizational,  developmental,  administrative,  policy  planning,  and  direct 
practice  - with  the  selected  target  populations. 

Social  Work  Practice  in  the  Health  Field 

This  specialization  is  based  on  the  interrelationship  between  health  and  social  needs.  Students  will  focus  on 
the  roles  of  social  work  in  relation  to  health  issues  and  problems  and  on  the  contributions  of  social  work  in 
multi-disciplinary  organizations  in  direct  service  with  individuals,  families,  and  communities  and/or  in  policy 
and  program  development.  Students  will  have  the  opportunity  to  undertake  study  in  related  areas  within  the 
specialization,  such  as,  physical  health,  mental  health,  drug  dependency. 

Social  Work  Practice  with  the  Family  and  the  Child 

This  specialization  provides  opportunity  for  focussed  understanding  and  intervention  with  families-at-risk  in 
all  phases  of  the  life  cycle.  The  family  will  be  viewed  from  a number  of  perspectives:  the  individual,  the  family 
as  a social  system,  and  the  family  as  a social  institution. 

PROGRAM  OF  STUDY 

The  existing  M.S.W.  program,  with  the  exception  of  the  first  year  core  courses,  will  continue  to  be  available 
in  1986-87  for  continuing  students  completing  the  second  year  of  the  program  and  for  incoming  students  with 
a Bachelor  of  Social  Work  degree.  Starting  in  September  1986  the  first  year  of  a new  two-year  curriculum, 

i.e.,  a Foundation  Program  for  students  entering  with  a Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  or  equivalent  and  proceeding 
to  the  Master  of  Social  Work  program,  is  being  offered.  The  revised  M.S.W.  program  for  students  who  have 
a Bachelor  of  Social  Work  degree,  and  those  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  Foundation  Program,  is 
to  start  in  September  1987,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Governing  Council  and  its  recommending  committees. 

FOUNDATION  PROGRAM 

Programs  are  planned  with  the  assistance  of  the  Faculty  and  must  be  approved  by  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work 
and  the  Degree  Committee  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

Students  in  the  Foundation  Program  are  required  to  take  a minimum  of  ten  half-courses  including  the  Prac- 
ticum.  They  may  be  required  to  take  additional  work.  The  normal  program  will  consist  of  the  following 
elements,  and  will  extend  over  nine  months. 

1.  A seminar  on  professional  social  work  purposes  and  values  (one  half-course). 

2.  Courses  on  the  development  of  the  Canadian  welfare  system  and  policy  (two  half-courses). 

3.  Study  of  interpersonal  theories  relevant  to  social  work  practice  (one  half-course). 

4.  Practice  lab  and  Practicum  (equivalent  of  two  half-courses). 

5.  Courses  on  social  work  practice  theory  (three  half-courses). 

6.  A course  on  social  work  research  (one  half-course). 

Towards  the  end  of  the  academic  year  students  will  develop  a focus  of  study  for  the  Master  of  Social  Work 
program. 
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MASTER  OF  SOCIAL  WORK  PROGRAM 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Social  Work  are  expected  to  pursue  an  integrated  program  of 
classroom  courses  and  social  work  practicum.  Programs  are  planned  with  the  assistance  of  the  Faculty,  and 
must  be  approved  by  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  and  the  Degree  Committee  of  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies. 

Students  who  entered  the  program  with  a Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  and  are  completing  second  year  of  the  pre- 
sent M.S.W.  program,  must  include  in  their  program  of  study  at  least  the  minimum  requirements  set  out 
below,  or  their  approved  equivalents.  Students  are  required  to  take  a minimum  of  fifteen  half-courses  during 
the  two-year  program  in  addition  to  the  social  work  practicum.  They  may  be  required  to  take  additional 
work,  or  may  be  allowed  to  substitute  approved  courses  including  those  offered  by  other  graduate  depart- 
ments in  the  University.  Currently  the  normal  program  for  the  Master’s  degree  consists  of  the  following 
elements. 

1 . Core  Curriculum  (four  half-courses) 

2.  A program  of  study  in  a specialization  will  include  eleven  half-courses  selected  from  the  following  areas: 

(a)  Required  Courses  in  the  Specialization  (two  half-courses) 

(b)  Research  in  Social  Work  (equivalent  to  three  half-courses) 

(c)  Social  Work  Practice  (three  half-courses) 

(d)  Other  Elective  Courses  (at  least  three  half-courses) 

3.  Social  Work  Practicum  (equivalent  to  three  half-courses) 

4.  In  addition,  special  studies  may  be  offered  on  an  individual  basis. 

Students  entering  the  program  with  a Bachelor  of  Social  Work  degree  normally  will  be  granted  advanced 
standing  and  enrol  in  a minimum  ten  months’  program  in  a specialization  which  will  include  nine  half-courses 
and  a social  work  practicum  as  follows: 

1 . Required  Courses  in  the  Specialization  (two  half-courses) 

2.  Research  in  Social  Work  (equivalent  to  three  half-courses) 

3.  Social  Work  Practice  (two  half-courses) 

4.  Other  Elective  Courses  (two  half-courses) 

5.  Social  Work  Practicum  (equivalent  to  two  half-courses). 

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  DEGREE  OF  DOCTOR  OF  PHILOSOPHY 

Candidates  for  the  degree  shall 

1.  (a)  complete  an  interdisciplinary  program  of  study  of  at  least  four  courses,  or  their  equivalent,  approved 
by  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  and  the  Degree  Committee  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies.  The  ap- 
proved program  of  study  will  normally  include  courses  of  advanced  study  in: 

(i)  one  of  the  following  specializations  - history  and  philosophy  of  social  welfare,  social  and  in- 
dividual processes  in  the  personal  social  services,  or  policy  and  structural  processes  in  social 
welfare; 

(ii)  a minor  in  a social  work  subject  other  than  the  area  of  concentration; 

(iii)  a minor  in  a division  of  the  University  other  than  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  (at  the  discretion  of 
the  Faculty  a second  minor  in  social  work  may  be  substituted); 

(iv)  research  methods  and  social  statistics. 

No  fewer  than  two  full  courses  must  be  taken  in  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work. 

(b) have  an  adequate  knowledge  of  a language  other  than  English  if  an  additional  language  is  deemed 
essential  for  satisfactory  completion  of  research  for  the  thesis. 

(c)  have  demonstrated  satisfactory  performance  based  on  course  work,  tutorials  and  a comprehensive 
paper  or  examination. 
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(d)  be  in  attendance  for  at  least  two  academic  sessions  immediately  following  admission  to  candidacy,  dur- 
ing which  period  the  course  of  study  outlined  in  subsection  (a)  shall  be  pursued. 

(e)  reregister  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  in  each  subsequent  year  until  completion  of  the  degree  re- 
quirements, subject  to  the  time  limit  for  completion. 

(f)  complete  the  requirements  for  the  degree  within  six  years  following  admission  to  candidacy. 

2.  Complete  a thesis  which  shall  constitute  a distinct  contribution  to  the  knowledge  of  the  field  of  social 
work. 


REGULATIONS  FOR  FULL-TIME  SPECIAL  STUDENTS 

Admission  Requirements 

Students  not  proceeding  to  a degree  may  be  admitted  as  special  students  if  they  are  undertaking  a full-time 
planned  program  of  professional  studies  provided  that: 

(a)  they  are  mature  persons  who  have  demonstrated  by  performance  in  the  field  of  social  work  or  other- 
wise capacity  to  profit  from  study  in  the  Faculty; 

(b)  they  have  suitable  educational  background;  ordinarily  the  minimum  educational  attainment  required 
of  special  students  will  consist  of  Ontario  Grade  XIII  certificate  covering  at  least  five  subjects  or 
evidence  of  equivalent  standing; 

(c)  they  have  completed  satisfactorily  at  university  level  at  least  four  full  academic  courses  in  the  social 
sciences.  These  must  include  one  full  course  (or  equivalent)  in  Canadian  society,  and  one  half-course  in 
elementary  research  methodology,  preferably  in  the  social  sciences. 

The  requirements  of  this  regulation  must  be  satisfied  by  successful  completion  of  courses  in  an  accredited 
university,  intramurally  or  extramurally.  In  exceptional  circumstances  arrangements  may  be  made  to  satisfy 
these  requirements  through  a Qualifying  Examination  set  by  the  Faculty. 

Admission  Procedure 

Such  a student  may  obtain  from  our  Admissions  Office  application  forms  and  further  information  related  to 
admission  requirements. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  GRADUATE  STUDENTS 
ENROLLED  IN  OTHER  DEPARTMENTS 

Admission  Requirements 

A student  enrolled  for  graduate  or  postgraduate  work  in  another  faculty  or  division  of  the  University  may  ap- 
ply for  admission  to  appropriate  courses,  with  the  approval  of  the  faculty  or  division  in  which  his  major  work 
is  being  undertaken. 

Admission  Procedure 

Such  a student  should  obtain  from  the  Faculty  registrar’s  office  the  “Application  Form  for  Students  from 
Other  Departments  to  Take  Courses  in  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work”,  which  must  be  completed  and  returned 
to  the  same  office.  The  applicant  is  referred  to  the  instructor  of  the  course  in  question,  who  will  sign  the  ap- 
plication form  if  the  request  is  approved.  The  form  is  then  returned  to  the  registrar’s  office. 

If  the  student  is  admitted  into  the  course  requested,  his  major  department  will  be  responsible  for  comple- 
tion of  the  program  of  studies  on  his  School  of  Graduate  Studies’  Enrolment  Forms,  and  for  obtaining  the 
appropriate  signature  from  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  on  these  forms.  The  School  of  Graduate  Studies  re- 
quires that  their  enrolment  forms  must  be  signed  (or  countersigned,  if  an  adviser  or  instructor  has  already 
signed  them)  by  the  Coordinator  of  Graduate  Studies  to  ensure  that  all  programs  have  been  authorized  by  the 
department  involved,  and  that  the  student  can  receive  credit  for  a course  taken  in  another  department.

Program  for  students  with  an  M.S.W.  or  equivalent  degree  — February  15.  Students  wishing  to  be  con- 
sidered for  any  open  fellowship  administered  by  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  must  have  application, 
transcripts,  and  two  letters  of  reference  to  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  by  February  1. 

4.  Applicants  who  may  be  academically  eligible  will  then  be  sent  additional  forms  by  the  Faculty  of  Social 
Work  which  are  to  be  returned  directly  to  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work. 

5.  Facility  in  the  English  Language  must  be  established  by  all  applicants  whose  mother  tongue  is  not  English, 
and  who  graduated  from  a university  where  the  language  of  instruction  and  examination  was  not  English. 
This  requirement  is  a condition  of  admission  and  must  be  done  before  arrival  on  this  campus.  Acceptable 
tests  are  available  for  students,  whose  admission  has  been  recommended,  from  either  (a)  English 
Language  Institute,  University  of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan  48103,  U.S.A.;  or  (b)  Test  of  English 
as  a Foreign  Language,  Educational  Testing  Service,  Princeton,  New  Jersey  08540,  U.S.A.  Students  ap- 
plying for  these  tests  should  notify  the  test  administrator  that  they  have  applied  to  the  University  of 
Toronto  Faculty  of  Social  Work. 

Where  the  language  of  undergraduate  instruction  and  examination  has  been  uniformly  English, 
evidence  of  an  applicant’s  proficiency  presented  by  one  of  his  university  professors  may  satisfy  the  English 
language  requirement. 

6.  The  possession  of  the  minimum  admission  requirements  does  not  in  itself  guarantee  admission  to  the 
Faculty.  The  Faculty  reserves  the  right  to  select  which  qualified  applicants  it  will  recommend  for  admission 
to  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

7.  The  full-time  program  may  be  commenced  in  September  only. 

REGISTRATION 

Returning  students  who  are  eligible  to  register  will  have  their  fees  forms  mailed  to  them  prior  to  the  registra- 
tion period  and  will  have  the  option  of  registering  by  mail  until  August  21. 

Registration  for  new  students  begins  at  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  63  St.  George  Street,  where  Fees 
Forms  are  given  to  students  whose  admission  has  been  approved.  On  presentation  of  a receipted  “registration 
copy”  of  Fees  Form  from  the  Comptroller’s  Office  confirming  that  at  least  the  first  instalment  has  been  paid, 
the  student  will  receive  a registration  card  and  enrolment  forms  which  will  be  issued  at  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies.  (After  the  deadline  of  September  12  the  penalty  for  late  registration  is  $10  plus  $1  for  each  day  of 
delay  to  a maximum  of  $20.  This  includes  reregistering  students,  whether  full  time  or  part  time.  All  outstand- 
ing fees,  regardless  of  the  source  of  payment,  are  subject  to  a service  charge  of  1-1  l2°7o  per  month  (18%  per 
annum)  calculated  from  September  15th  and  first  assessed  on  October  15.) 
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GRADUATE  COURSES 


A full  graduate  course  is  understood  to  require  at  least  two  hours  per  week  of  lectures  or  seminars  throughout 
the  academic  year,  plus  such  laboratory  hours  as  may  be  required.  In  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  most 
“courses”  refer  to  a unit  of  instruction  of  at  least  two  hours  a week  which  extends  over  a single  term  of  14  or 
15  weeks  (i.e..  a “half-course”  in  School  of  Graduate  Studies’  terms). 

The  alphabetical  character  after  the  course  number  indicates  the  time  period  within  which  the  course  is  in- 
tended to  be  offered,  and  these  periods  are  as  follows:  F = a half-course  offered  only  in  the  Fall  term;  S = a 
half-course  offered  only  in  the  Spring  term;  H = a half-course  offered  in  alternate  weeks  throughout  both 
terms;  A = a full  course  offered  only  in  the  Fall  term;  B = a full  course  offered  only  in  the  Spring  term;  Y = 
a full  course  offered  throughout  both  terms;  L = a full  course  which  extends  beyond  the  normal  end  of 
Spring  term.  An  extended  course  (L)  which  is  also  a half-course  will  be  indicated  by  “(half-course)”  follow- 
ing the  course  title.  If  the  time  period  is  uncertain,  the  possible  suffixes  will  be  separated  by  a comma.  If  the 
course  is  expected  to  be  offered  in  two  time  periods,  the  suffixes  will  be  joined  by  an  ampersand  (&).  A course 
which  has  been  approved  as  Credit /No  Credit  is  indicated  by  the  designation  (CR/NCR)  after  the  course  title. 

In  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  the  departmental  course  prefix  is  SWK.  Some  courses  are  given  jointly  with 
another  department,  and  the  course  prefix  in  present  instances  will  be  as  follows:  Social  Work  / Criminology 
JSC;  Social  Work  /Law  JSL. 


COURSE  ENROLMENT 

After  registration  is  completed,  the  student  proceeds  to  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  at  the  time  scheduled  in 
the  week  prior  to  the  beginning  of  classes  in  the  Master's  or  Doctoral  program,  to  begin  arranging  his  pro- 
gram of  study. 

The  student  then  completes  the  information  requested  on  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies’  enrolment 
form,  signs  it,  and  hands  it  in  at  the  general  office  of  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  (room  519)  to  be  processed 
by  the  Faculty’s  registrar  after  approval  of  the  program  by  the  Coordinator  of  Graduate  Studies.  Programs 
are  subject  to  approval  also  by  the  Degree  Committee  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 


DATES  FOR  COURSE  CHANGES 

The  final  date  for  turning  in  completed  School  of  Graduate  Studies’  Enrolment  Forms  to  the  Faculty  of 
Social  Work  is  two  weeks  from  the  date  on  which  classes  begin  in  the  Fall  or  Spring.  This  is  the  deadline  to 
enrol  respectively  in  full  courses  (Y,A,L)  and  in  half-courses  (H,F)  in  the  Fall  term,  and  in  full  (B)  or  half 
(S,1/2L)  courses  in  the  Spring  term. 

The  final  date  for  withdrawal  without  academic  penalty  from  a first  term  full  (A)  or  half  (F)  course  is 
November  7 and  from  a second  term  full  (Y,B)  or  half  (H,S)  course,  or  from  a degree  program,  is  February 
20  by  which  date  a completed  Program  Change  Form  must  be  submitted  to  the  Coordinator  of  Graduate 
Studies  at  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  for  approval.  Withdrawal  from  a course  before  the  deadlines  results  in 
a notation  on  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies’  internal  records,  but  no  record  of  the  course  appears  on  the 
student’s  transcript.  Courses  carried  beyond  these  dates  will  be  recorded. 

Withdrawal  from  a course  after  these  dates  will  result  in  a grade  of  FZ. 
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GRADING  PRACTICES 


Grading  Procedures 

As  early  as  possible  in  each  course,  and  no  later  than  the  last  date  to  enrol  in  courses,  the  instructor  will  make 
available  to  the  class  the  methods  by  which  student  performance  will  be  evaluated  and  the  relative  weight  of 
these  methods. 

After  the  methods  of  evaluation  have  been  made  known,  the  instructor  may  not  change  them  or  their 
relative  weight  without  the  consent  of  at  least  a simple  majority  of  the  students  enrolled  in  the  course. 

Commentary,  appropriate  in  the  instructor’s  judgement,  on  assessed  work,  other  than  final  examinations, 
and  time  for  discussion  of  it  will  be  made  available  to  students. 

Commentary,  appropriate  in  the  instructor’s  judgement,  on  final  examinations  and  time  for  discussion  of 
it  will  be  made  available  to  students  at  their  request. 

Grades,  as  an  expression  of  the  instructor’s  best  judgement  of  each  student’s  overall  performance  in  a 
course,  will  not  be  determined  by  any  system  of  quotas. 

Should  a dispute  over  an  academic  or  procedural  matter  relating  to  a grade  not  be  resolved  through  the 
recommended  channel  of  discussions  with  the  instructor  and  the  Department  Chairman,  the  student  may 
make  an  appeal  to  the  departmental  appeals  committee.  (See  section  below  on  Appeals.) 


Grading  System 

The  program  of  the  Faculty  is  one  of  graduate  professional  education.  All  appraisal  of  the  student’s  perfor- 
mance is  made  with  this  premise  in  mind. 

Completion  of  requirements  for  degrees  is  indicated  by  grades  awarded  for  classroom  courses  and  the 
Practicum.  Grades  for  course  work  are: 

g | g g~  FZ  (Inadequate) 

When  the  grade  of  “FZ”  is  submitted  to  the  Faculty’s  Assessment  Committee,  the  instructor  may  recom- 
mend that  permission  be  granted  for  supplemental  work  to  raise  the  grade  if  the  instructor  has  evidence  from 
previous  work  or  from  classroom  participation  that  a student  has  mastered  the  course  content  but  has  not 
been  able  to  communicate  this  knowledge  in  a paper.  Alternatively,  a permanent  “FZ”  is  assigned  when  the 
work  is  a clear  failure  which  does  not  merit  the  opportunity  of  doing  supplementary  work  to  raise  the  standing. 

The  numerical  equivalents  for  the  letter  grades  are:  A+  90-100,  A 85-89,  A-  80-84,  B + 77-79,  B 73-76, 
B-  70-72,  FZ  0-69. 

A special  category  of  graduate  courses  will  be  graded  Credit  (CR)  or  No  Credit  (NCR).  Such  courses  are  to 
be  offered  at  the  option  of  the  department  and  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Council  of  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies. 


Completion  of  Course  Work  and  Grade  Submission 

At  the  beginning  of  a term,  instructors  in  each  course  will  announce  dates  for  completion  of  assignments  as 
well  as  penalties  for  late  completion  or  failure  to  complete.  An  instructor  may  downgrade  a late  paper,  or 
may  refuse  to  accept  one  in  which  case  the  grade  will  be  “FZ”.  For  particular  reasons  an  instructor  may  grant 
a limited  extension  of  time  for  completion  of  an  assignment.  Under  such  an  extension  course  work  must  be 
completed  and  a grade  submitted  before  the  meeting  of  the  Assessment  Committee  in  the  Fall  or  Spring,  or 
the  grade  will  be  “FZ”  unless  there  are  extenuating  circumstances  which  are  accepted  by  the  Committee. 

Course  work  must  be  completed,  grades  approved  by  the  Assessment  Committee  and  submitted  by  the 
Faculty  of  Social  Work  to  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  by  the  following  dates: 

January  20  First  term  (A,F)  courses 

April  24  Students  obtaining  M.S.W.  degree  at  Spring  Convocation 

May  20  Full  year  (Y,H)  and  second  term  (B,S)  courses 

September  30  Summer  session  courses  and  extended  (L)  courses 
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Non-Grade  Course  Reports 

The  following  non-grade  course  reports  may  appear  on  transcripts: 

NGA:  No  grade  available:  a report  assigned  by  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  in  the  extraordinary  case  that 
a grade  is  not  available  for  a student  due  to  the  failure  of  an  instructor  to  submit  a grade  or  report  by 
the  appropriate  deadline.  It  must  be  replaced  by  a regular  grade  or  by  another  non-grade  course 
report  assigned  by  the  instructor.  It  carries  no  credit  for  the  course  and  is  not  considered  for  aver- 
aging purposes. 

IPR:  In  Progress:  a report  assigned  by  the  Practicum  Coordinator  as  the  report  for  the  Practicum  when  it 

is  continued  in  a subsequent  session.  The  final  grade  (Credit /No  credit)  will  appear  only  once,  at  the 
end  of  the  second  academic  session.  IPR  carries  no  credit  for  the  course,  and  is  not  considered  for 
averaging  purposes. 

SDF:  Standing  deferred  on  the  basis  of  incomplete  course  work,  on  the  basis  of  compassionate  grounds 

(serious  medical  or  personal  problems):  a report  assigned  by  the  Assessment  Committee  upon  ap- 
proval of  an  instructor’s  recommendation.  It  must  be  replaced  by  a regular  grade  assigned  by  the  in- 
structor before  the  expiry  of  a specific  extension  period,  namely:  no  later  than  September  30  for  full 
session  (Y,H)  and  second  term  (B,S)  courses;  January  20  for  Summer  Session  and  extended  (L) 
courses;  May  20  for  first  term  (A,F)  courses.  Unless  otherwise  specified  by  the  Faculty  of  Social 
Work  on  the  basis  of  extenuating  circumstances,  any  SDF  will  then  be  changed  to  FZ.  An  SDF  carries 
no  credit  for  the  course  and  is  not  considered  for  averaging  purposes. 

Extra  Course  Not  Required  for  the  Degree 

An  extra  course  not  required  for  the  degree  must  be  approved  by  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work,  and  must  be  so 
designated  on  the  student’s  enrolment  form.  These  courses  are  subject  to  the  same  regulations  regarding 
withdrawal,  failure,  and  failure  to  complete  work  as  are  courses  required  for  the  degree,  except  that  repetition 
or  replacement  of  failed  or  incomplete  courses  may  be  waived  by  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work. 

Supplemental 

Students  who  fail  a classroom  course  may  be  permitted  a further  attempt  to  obtain  standing,  without 
repeating  the  course,  by  satisfactorily  completing  a supplemental  examination  or  other  requirement.  For 
courses  ending  in  December,  supplemental  must  be  written  within  three  weeks  of  notification  of  results  to 
the  student.  For  courses  ending  in  April,  supplemental  must  be  completed  not  later  than  August  31st. 
Students  who  have  failed  to  meet  the  requirements  in  the  Practicum  may  in  some  instances  be  permitted  to 
undertake  further  work  to  satisfy  these  requirements.  A student  may  not  write  supplemental  in  more  than 
two  courses  in  any  term,  and  may  not  write  more  than  one  supplemental  in  any  course.  A student  in  the  first 
term  of  the  Foundation  Program  who  does  not  pass  in  two  or  more  of  the  courses  normally  will  be  required 
to  withdraw  from  the  program. 

Unsatisfactory  Performance 

Satisfactory  performance  in  a program  of  course  work  requires  completion  of  all  regular  graduate  courses  in 
the  program  with  a grade  of  at  least  B-.  Thus  failure  in,  or  failure  to  complete,  a graduate  course  may  result 
in  a departmental  recommendation  to  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  that  the  student’s  registration  be  ter- 
minated. A student  who  is  permitted  to  continue  must  repeat  the  failed  (or  incomplete)  course,  or  a course 
recommended  by  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  and  approved  by  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  as  an  alter- 
native to  it,  and  must  obtain  a grade  of  at  least  B-.  Both  the  failure  (or  incomplete)  and  the  grade  in  the 
repeated  or  replaced  course  will  appear  on  the  student’s  transcript. 

A student  whose  attendance  or  the  quality  of  whose  work  is  deemed  to  be  unsatisfactory  may  have  his 
registration  cancelled  at  any  time  by  the  appropriate  Council. 
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Appeals 

A student  who  wishes  to  appeal  may  do  so  to  the  Committee  on  Staff/ Student  Rights  and  Responsibilities  of 
the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  by  submitting  a written  notice  to  the  Dean,  stating  the  nature  and 
grounds  of  the  appeal,  which  should  be  accompanied  by  copies  of  any  documents  relied  upon  in  support  of 
the  appeal. 

Further  levels  of  appeal  are  available  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  and  the  Governing  Council  of  the 
University.  Details  of  policies  and  procedures  relating  to  petitions  and  appeals  are  available  in  the  Manual  of 
the  Faculty  of  Social  Work,  which  is  available  in  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  Reading  Room. 

Convocations 

Convocation  ceremonies  are  held  twice  a year,  in  the  Spring  and  Fall.  Diplomas  and  degrees  may  also  be  con- 
ferred in  absentia  at  the  March  Meeting  of  the  Governing  Council.  An  eligible  candidate  will  be  unable  to 
graduate,  however,  if  he  has  any  debts  outstanding  at  the  University. 


CODE  OF  BEHAVIOUR  ON  ACADEMIC  MATTERS 

In  all  work  submitted  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  for  graduate  degrees,  source  materials  must  be 
properly  acknowledged.  If  they  are  not,  the  submission  may  be  disqualified.  Where  deliberate  plagiarism  or 
any  other  academic  offence  is  suspected,  disciplinary  proceedings  may  be  initiated. 

The  Governing  Council  of  the  University  of  Toronto  has  approved  a Code  of  Behaviour  regarding 
academic  discipline  applying  to  students  and  members  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  University.  The  full  text  of 
the  Code  is  available  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  65  St.  George  Street.  The 
Code  is  enforced  by  the  University  Disciplinary  Tribunal.  A summary  of  the  Code  is  included  in  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies’  Calendar  and  in  the  Faculty’s  “Manual  of  Grading  Policies  and  Procedures”. 

Withdrawal  from  a course  will  not  preclude  proceedings  in  respect  of  academic  offences  committed  in  the 
course,  and  the  right  to  withdraw  may  be  refused  where  an  academic  offence  is  alleged.  All  persons  convicted 
of  academic  offences  under  the  Code  of  Behaviour  on  Academic  Matters  will  have  their  names  included  in  a 
report  by  the  Provost  to  the  Academic  Affairs  Committee. 


POLICY  ON  ACCESS  TO  GRADUATE  STUDENT  ACADEMIC  RECORDS 

The  University’s  “Policy  on  Access  to  Student  Academic  Records”  took  effect  September  1,  1984.  A sum- 
mary of  the  Policy  is  included  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies’  Calendar  and  in  the  Faculty’s  “Manual  of 
Grading  Policies  and  Procedures”.  The  complete  text  is  available  from  the  Registrar’s  Office,  School  of 
Graduate  Studies,  63  St.  George  Street. 
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FEES  AND  EXPENSES 


Schedule  of  Fees 

Fees  are  established  each  year  by  the  Governing  Council.  The  Schedule  for  the  next  session  will  be  published 
in  June  and  included  in  the  registration  mailing  in  early  July  from  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  to  newly 
admitted  and  continuing  students.  Tuition  fees  consist  of  two  parts:  academic  fees  (including  instruction  and 
library)  and  non-academic  fees  (covering  various  campus  organizations  approved  by  the  Governing  Council. 
A nominal  fee  will  be  assessed  by  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  in  September  to  assist  with  the  costs  of 
maintenance  and  some  supplies  required  for  services  such  as  audio-visual  support  to  students. 

For  your  guidance,  the  table  below  indicates  that  Program  Fees  paid  in  the  last  academic  session  by  full- 
time degree  candidates  for  each  of  the  required  years  in  the  program,  and  the  post-program  fee  for  students 
who  have  completed  their  program  period  but  have  not  completed  all  the  requirements  for  the  degree.

Fees  and  Registration 

Before  M.S.W.  or  Ph.D.  students  enrol  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  they  must  complete  fees  forms 
and  pay  all  or  the  first  instalment  of  the  fees  prescribed  for  the  course  for  which  application  has  been  ac- 
cepted, as  well  as  full  incidental  fees.  Any  student  who  registers  after  September  12  in  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies  is  required  to  pay  a late  registration  fee  of  $10  plus  $1  for  each  day  of  delay  to  a maximum  of  $20. 
Returning  students,  who  are  eligible  to  register,  will  have  their  fees  forms  mailed  to  them  prior  to  the  registra- 
tion period.  New  students  will  obtain  fees  forms  from  the  Office  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  63  St. 
George  Street,  at  registration  time. 

Any  outstanding  balance  in  the  Fall  or  Spring  term  is  subject  to  a service  charge  of  1-1  /2<Vo  compounded 
monthly  beginning  on  September  15  and  calculated  on  the  15th  of  each  month  until  the  account  is  paid  in  full. 

Payment  must  be  made  by  certified  cheque  or  money  order,  payable  to  the  University  of  Toronto,  in 
Canadian  funds.  Cheques  which  are  not  certified  will  be  refused.  If  a student  does  not  have  a local  bank 
account,  money  orders  can  be  purchased  at  any  bank  or  post  office. 

If  the  Deferred  Payment  Plan  is  elected,  the  minimum  payment  allowed  is  shown  under  the  heading, 
“Minimum  First  Payment”.  The  difference  between  Total  Fees  and  the  Minimum  First  Payment  is  due  by 
January  9,  1987,  without  further  notice,  or  is  subject  to  the  service  charge  outlined  above.  (The  Deferred  Pay- 
ment is  permitted  in  the  Fall  term  only.)  All  Fees  for  the  academic  year  must  be  paid  in  full  before  students 
are  admitted  to  Spring  term  examinations. 

The  payment  of  fees  alone  does  not  constitute  registration.  Students  must  complete  their  registration  at  the 
Faculty. 
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Visa  Students 

A Visa  Student  is  a student  who  is  neither  a Canadian  citizen  nor  a landed  immigrant  but  is  in  Canada  for  the 
purpose  of  attending  a university,  college,  or  other  authorized  institution. 

Non-Academic  Incidental  Fees  and  Student  Society  Fees 

In  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  these  include  Graduate  Students  Union,  Health  Service,  Hart  House,  and 
the  Athletic  Association  membership. 

Program  Fee 

Graduate  School  fees  are  assessed  on  the  basis  of  length  of  program,  as  defined  in  the  letter  of  admission, 
rather  than  on  the  number  of  courses  taken.  For  fees  purposes,  academic  year  is  defined  as  the  period  from 
September  to  the  end  of  the  following  August.  (Students  who  are  recommended  before  the  deadline  date  for 
admission  to  the  degree  at  Fall  Convocation  will  not  be  assessed  fees  for  the  Fall  term.  M.S.W.  students  who 
miss  this  deadline  and  who  plan  to  graduate  in  the  following  March  must  register  for  the  Fall  term  and  pay  the 
appropriate  fees.)  Ph.D.  candidates  who  pass  their  final  oral  examinations  and  who  are  eligible  to  graduate  in 
March  are  also  required  to  register  for  the  Fall  term  but  will  not  be  assessed  Fees. 

The  program  fee  is  the  fee  charged  to  a full-time  student  for  each  of  the  required  years  in  the  program. 

Post-Program  Fee 

Full-time  students  who  have  completed  their  program  period  and  part-time  students  who  have  completed  the 
course  work  designated  for  their  program  but  who  have  not  completed  all  the  requirements  for  the  degree  will 
pay  the  post-program  fee  and  incidental  fees  in  each  subsequent  year  until  the  degree  is  granted,  subject  to 
any  regulations  limiting  the  number  of  years  by  which  completion  of  the  work  may  be  deferred.  Such  fees  are 
payable  on  or  before  the  last  date  set  for  normal  registration  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  each 
September.  Failure  of  a student  to  reregister  as  required  will  cause  his  enrolment  in  the  School  to  lapse.  It  may 
be  re-established  only  if  his  application  for  reinstatement  is  approved  by  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  and  the 
School  of  Graduate  Studies,  and  he  pays  the  post-program  fees  prescribed  for  the  years  in  which  he  failed  to 
register. 

Inactive  Ph.D.  Candidates 

Ph.D.  candidates  who  have  been  granted  permission  to  interrupt  the  years  of  required  full-time  attendance 
must  register  and  pay  a holding  registration  fee.  Candidates  who  fail  to  do  so  at  the  beginning  of  the  ap- 
proved period  will  not  be  allowed  to  register  until  the  holding  registration  fee  has  been  paid. 

Candidates  who  interrupt  the  period  of  required  full-time  attendance  without  the  approval  of  the  School, 
must,  if  they  wish  to  re-enter  the  program,  apply  for  re-instatement  and,  if  such  is  approved,  pay  the  holding 
registration  fee  for  each  year  of  absence  from  the  program. 

Transcript  Fee 

Diploma  in  Social  Work  graduates  up  to  1948,  B.S.W.  registrants  up  to  1966,  and  Diploma  in  Advanced 
Social  Work  graduates  up  to  1982,  may  obtain  transcripts  from  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work.  A fee  of  $2.50  is 
charged  for  a transcript.  For  each  additional  copy  ordered  at  the  same  time  there  is  a fee  of  75C  each.  D.S.W. 
registrants  up  to  1981,  M.S.W.  and  Ph.D.  candidates  obtain  transcripts  from  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies, 
63  St.  George  Street,  Toronto,  Ontario  M5S  1A1  (tel.  416-978-2383).  A fee  of  $3.00  is  charged  and  $1.00  for 
each  additional  copy  ordered  at  the  same  time.  Transcripts  cannot  be  issued  or  grades  released  for  a student 
whose  fees  are  in  arrears. 
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Outstanding  Fees  and  Charges 

The  University’s  “Policy  on  Academic  Sanctions  for  Students  Who  Have  Outstanding  University  Obliga- 
tions’’ is  founded  on  the  principle  that  an  obligation  to  pay  a legitimate  debt  exists  regardless  of  the  size  of  the 
debt.  The  following  is  a list  of  recognized  University  obligations:  tuition  fees;  academic  and  other  incidental 
fees;  residence  fees  and  other  residence  charges;  library  fines;  Bookstore  accounts;  loans  made  by  the  Univer- 
sity or  one  of  its  departments;  Health  Service  accounts;  unreturned  or  damaged  instruments,  materials,  and 
equipment. 

Students  who  have  not  paid  their  fees  in  full  will  not  be  allowed  to  graduate  until  payment  has  been  made. 
Students  who  have  outstanding  recognized  financial  obligations  to  the  University  or  its  departments  may  not 
obtain  official  transcripts  of  academic  record,  diploma,  or  oral  confirmation  or  written  certification  of  degree 
status  to  external  enquirers,  and  will  not  be  permitted  further  registration  in  the  University  until  payment  is 
made. 

Receipts  for  Income  Tax 

Education  Deduction  Certificates  for  full-time  students  and  Tuition  Fee  Certificates  will  be  available  for  pick- 
up at  the  Faculty  in  February,  and  will  include  payments  made  in  the  previous  calendar  year  which  were 
received  in  the  Fees  Department  by  the  end  of  Fall  term.  (Note:  The  Fees  Department  charges  $3.00  each  for 
the  preparation  of  duplicate  receipts  or  certificates.)  Upon  request,  certificates  will  be  mailed  to  students  who 
are  no  longer  at  the  Faculty. 

Withdrawals 

If  for  any  reason  a student  withdraws  from  the  program,  he  must  submit  to  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies 
or  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work,  depending  on  where  he  is  registered,  a signed  official  withdrawal  form  along 
with  his  Student  Card.  Any  adjustment  of  fees  will  be  considered  only  from  date  of  receipt  of  the  form  and 
card.  A student  is  responsible  for  taking  the  form  and  card  to  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  63  St.  George 
Street,  after  obtaining  the  official  signature  of  the  Coordinator  of  Graduate  Studies  at  the  Faculty  of  Social 
Work.  Failure  to  attend  classes  does  not  constitute  official  withdrawal.  Charges  for  fees  are  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  a twentv- weeks’  nroeram.  Incidental  fees  are  not  refundable  after  December  31st. 

A student  who  withdraws  from  the  program  after  February  20th  will  be  regarded  as  having  failed  his  year 
unless  there  are  extenuating  circumstances.  He  / she  will  retain,  however,  any  credits  for  courses  already  com- 
pleted for  four  years  from  the  date  of  first  registration  in  the  M.S.W.  program. 

A student  who  leaves  the  Faculty  of  Social  Work  without  completing  the  official  withdrawal  form  and 
submitting  Registration  and  Library  Cards,  forfeits  any  right  to  a refund  of  fees  and  receives  the  grade  of 
“FZ”  (Unsatisfactory)  in  all  uncompleted  courses. 

Living  Expenses 

It  is  estimated  that  the  minimum  cost  of  maintenance  (accommodation,  food,  transportation,  etc.)  is  approx- 
imately $800  per  month  for  the  academic  session  for  a single  student  living  away  from  home,  depending  on 
standard  of  living  and  life-style. 

Each  student  should  be  prepared  to  spend  in  addition  as  much  as  $300  in  connection  with  observation 
visits  and  the  Practicum;  and  at  least  $400  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  documents,  subscriptions  to 
journals,  etc. 

Students  should  be  prepared  to  spend  at  least  $300  each  year  on  typing  expenses  for  their  major  papers. 
Students  in  the  M.S.W.  program  may  be  assigned  to  teaching  centres  located  at  some  distance  from  the 
University  which  may  result  in  additional  expenses. 
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FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE 


There  are  various  forms  of  financial  assistance  available  to  students. 

The  major  programs  include  The  Ontario  Student  Assistance  Program  (O.S.  A.P.)  and  the  Canada  Student 
Loans  Plan.  Early  application  for  this  program  is  recommended  and  may  be  done  at  the  time  of  application 
for  admission.  Brochures  with  details  and  application  forms  can  be  obtained  from  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies,  University  of  Toronto,  65  St.  George  Street,  Toronto,  Ontario,  M5S  1A1  (telephone  978-2379),  or 
from  the  Office  of  Student  Awards,  Koffler  Student  Services  Centre,  St.  George  and  College  Streets,  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto,  Toronto,  Ontario,  M5S  1A1  (telephone  978-2204). 

Ontario  Graduate  Scholarships  are  intended  for  Canadian  citizens  or  two-year  landed  immigrants,  with 
preference  to  Ontario  residents.  Other  provinces  usually  have  their  own  student  assistance  programs.  Con- 
tinuing University  of  Toronto  students  must  apply  for  O.G.S.  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  a University  of 
Toronto  Open  Fellowship.  Application  forms  for  O.G.S.  may  be  obtained  from  Student  Awards  Branch, 
Ontario  Ministry  of  Colleges  and  Universities,  Mowatt  Block,  Queen’s  Park,  Toronto,  Ontario,  M7A  2B4, 
and  completed  forms  are  due  at  the  Ministry  in  the  Fall  term  of  the  year  in  advance  of  intended  enrolment. 
Applicants  should  contact  the  Ministry  for  the  deadline  date  and  details.  All  new  or  continuing  students  who 
are  not  awarded  an  O.G.S.  are  automatically  considered  for  the  University  of  Toronto  Open  Fellowships. 

To  registered  students  very  small  awards  and  emergency  loans  are  available,  based  on  academic  standing 
and  unexpected  need.  These  internal  awards  are  recommended  by  the  Dean’s  Office  of  the  Faculty  of  Social 
Work  to  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies.  Information  about  these  awards  is  available  in  September  at  the 
Faculty  of  Social  Work. 


OPPORTUNITIES  FOR  PROFESSIONAL  PRACTICE 

The  program  of  study  will  enable  the  student  to  acquire  professional  knowledge  and  skill  in  offering  social 
work  services  to  persons  in  need  through  direct  intervention  with  individuals,  families  or  client  groups; 
through  community  planning  and  development;  and/or  through  social  policy,  planning  and  administrative 
activities  in  the  social  services. 

Such  services,  in  which  administration  and  research  are  also  involved,  are  given  by  organizations  under 
public  or  private  auspices  in  which  graduates  find  employment.  The  organizations  include  a wide  variety  of 
settings,  such  as  children’s  aid  societies,  day  nurseries,  child  guidance  clinics,  boards  of  education,  children’s 
institutions,  departments  of  public  welfare,  family  service  agencies,  institutions  for  the  aged,  institutions  for 
unmarried  mothers,  general  hospitals,  mental  hospitals,  mental  health  clinics,  addiction  centres,  organiza- 
tions providing  rehabilitation  for  the  disabled,  housing  authorities,  juvenile  and  family  courts,  probation  and 
prisoner  rehabilitation  organizations,  reform  institutions,  community  centres,  settlement  houses,  youth- 
serving organizations,  recreational  centres  under  religious  auspices,  public  recreation  departments,  the  armed 
forces,  welfare  councils,  community  chests  and  united  appeals,  agencies  working  with  immigrants,  Indians, 
Metis,  Inuit,  and  other  special  groups,  etc. 

Graduates  in  the  advanced  program  become  teachers  in  graduate  and  undergraduate  programs  and  at 
other  levels  of  education  and  training  for  the  social  services.  Others  will  go  into  major  positions  in  large 
public  and  voluntary  agencies,  and  take  the  lead  in  devising  programs,  doing  research,  and  making  program 
evaluations.
